Wedneſday, Auguſt 16. Arrived this Day at Savannah, 
and had the Pleaſure of meeting my Friend who had been 
loſt, he was from Tueſday *till Friday roving about the 
Woods, during which Time the great Guns were fired 
according to Cuſtom, and the People ſhewed what a 
great Reſpect they had for me and my Friends. Many of 
them going out all Day and Night after him. — Aſſoon as 
J had refreſhed myſelf I wenr and viſited my Pariſhioners 
from Houſe to Houle to return them Thanks for their 
_ Kindneſs to my Friends. An unuſual Joy appear'd in their 
Faces at my. unexpected Return, and they were ready to 
ſay, How beautiful are the Feet of bim that bringeth the glad 
Tidings of Salvation! At Evening Prayers (and a very 
large Congregation was preſent) I returned my dear Hea- 
rers hearty Thanks for the late Inſtance of their ſincere 
Affection, I publickly exhorted my Friend that was loſt to 
ſhew forth his Thankfulneſs not only with his Lips but
